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1 . The proposed amendments dated 06/01/07, specifically the new limitations of 
"flexible touch panel which is composed of plastic films", and "stylus thereon", will not be 
entered because they raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search. 

2. Applicant's arguments against the valid use of Nielsen as the secondary 
reference have been fully considered and deemed unpersuasive. 

3. Applicant argues that there is no fair suggestion or disclosure by Nielsen of a 
device having a single substrate upon which a plurality of display devices are formed 
and over which a continuous touch screen panel is secured, when Nielsen explains that 
it is possible to maintain continuity of input over different touch screens using the 
pointing device because the pointing device itself crosses the discontinuity, which is 
accomplished through a software mapping technique. 

Applicant is respectfully apprised that in teaching that multiple displays underlie a 
discontinuous display surface (column 1 , lines 58-60) for a personal digital assistant, 
better known as a PDA, that has more than one touch screen (column 1 , lines 34-37), 
Nielson is merely describing a common use of a display panel comprising a single 
substrate on which multiple touch screens, or display devices are present. A touch 
screen panel is a panel in which a plurality of touch screens can be arranged. Another 
well-recognized use of a display panel comprisinjg a single substrate on which multiple 
display devices are formed, is an instrument control display panel for a vehicular 
dashboard. Therefore, Nielson is indeed a valid secondary reference that teaches a 
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common use of a display panel comprising a single substrate on which multiple touch 
screens, or display devices are present. 

4. Applicant requests that the Office provide an example of such an instrument 
control display panel for vehicular dashboards, as allegedly having a single substrate 
upon which a plurality of display devices are formed, or withdraw the rejection. 

Applicant is respectfully directed to US 2002/0043943A1 (LED arrays, abstract, 
panel illumination, LED arrays, page 7, [0073], dashboard displays for automobiles, 
touch panels allow the use of LEDs, page 7, [0074]). See also US 2002/0173354 which 
is directed to another application of such a display panel comprising a single substrate 
on which multiple display devices are present.
